At about 0330 hours on the 17th March 1965, a Pakis- 
tani Army unit armed with automatic weapons launched a 
heavy attack on the Indian Post at. Tinbigha, an Indian 
corridor in the District of Cooch Behar. Shri Iswarman Rai. 
Assistant Commandant, who had gone there on an inspection 
tour, resisted the enemy with the small police force at the 
post, and by placing the two L.M.G. of the post at strategic 
points, prevented the enemy from making any advance. 
During the heavy firing, Shri Rai moved from trench to 
trench and encouraged his men. On the 18th March, when 
reinforcements reached Tinbigha Shri Ral felt that unless the 
enemy positions were made untenable, they, would over- 
whelm the Indian position. He decided to cross Tinbigha 
to a point behind the enemy positions and to counter attack 
from the rear. Accordingly on the night of 18th March, he 
made an attempt but could not succeed owing to heavy enemy 
fire. He made another attempt the next night and succeeded 
in reaching Jikabari with his men despite enemy fire. Shri 
Rai concealed his position till the day break and then fired 
at the enemy positions. Surprised by this, the enemy threw 
their full weight against Shri Rai’s position at Jikabari and 
opened heavy fire with 3" mortar. M.M.Gs. and other 
automatic weapons. The small police party under Shri Rai 
did not give way and faced the enemy with courage and 
determination. 

During this operation, Shri Iswannan Rai displayed cons- 
picuous gallantry and leadership and repeatedly risked his 
life in defending Indian territory,

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

In order to check illegal infiltration by Pakistani nationals 
including army personnel, Shri Surjan Singh Gill, Inspector 
of Police, was detailed to establish a strong base at Tinbigha. 
On the night of 13th/14th March, a large number of civi- 
lians and armed personnel rushed the Indian police posts at 
Tinbigha and at the same time the Pakistani armed forces 
opened the from he Pakistani enclave of Datagram. The 
police returned the fire but in order to avoid civilian casual- 
ties, Shri Gill had to stop firing, and a large number of 
infiltrators crossed over the border through Tinbigha. On 
the 17th March 1965, at about 0330 hours, the Indian police 
posts at Tinbigha were subjected to heavy attack by the 
Pakistani army. The small police party under the command 
of Shri Gill returned the tire effectively. Later in the mpm- 
ing Shri Iswarman Rai, Assistant Commandant, who had 
gone there on inspection, took the command of the Police 
posts. Shri Gill, however, continued to go round the sentry 
posts and pickets despite heavy enemy fire and inspired the 
small police party to face the numerically superior enemy. 
Again on the night of 19th March, the enemy launched 
another attack with 3" mortars and MMGs. Though the 
police personnel had never before faced weapons used by 
the enemy, they continued to fight back effectively under the 
able leadership of Shri Gill. 

When Shri Rai crossed over to Jikabari and attacked the 
enemy positions from the rear, Shri Gill sited his LMGs so 
as to bring the enemy under cross fire. In the absence of 
any means of communication with the outpost at Jikabari, 
Shri Gill himself went there, under constant firing from the 
enemy, to establish liaison with Shri Iswarman Rai. Through- 
out this period Shri Gill moved his machine gun sites and 
attacked the enemy from new positions. By the 29th March 
1965, he obtained complete command over the forward enemy 
positions and succeeded in destroying their two observation 
posts. By bis outstanding courage and leadership Shri Gill 
not only boosted the morale of the police force but was also 
instrumental in malting the Tinbigha positions impenetrable 
to the enemy,

On the morning of 17lh March 1965, armed forces from 
across the border launched an. attack all along the Indian 
border near Mekliganj and Haldibari in West Bengal. The 
main target of the enemy was on the advance post of Jhar 
Singeswar which was set up to check infiltration. Shri Kedar 
Singh Bisih, Inspector of Police, who had only taken charge 
of the out-post the previous day, immediately deployed his 
small police party to check the advance of the enemy. 
Despite heavy firing from across the border. Shri Bisth re- 
connoitred the area, started extending his L.M.G. position 
and by the midnight of the 18th March, completed commu- 
nication trenches. At about 0245 hours the enemy launched 
a fresh wave of attack on this out-post with Bren Guns, 
1" and V mortars and rifle grenades, Undeterred by the 
heavy firing from the numerically superior enemy force, 
Shri Bisth took the only LMG with the police party and by 
accurate Are forced the enemy to withdraw. During the 
heavy firing, Shri Bisth observed that the enemy was using 
a big Simul tree for ranging Iheir 2" mortars on the police 
out-post. He at once went forward with his men in the 
courage of heavy firing from across the border and cut 
down the tree. As reinforcements and supply were not 
available and there was every possibility of the enemy com- 
ing up to the river bank to cut the only supply route of the 
police post, Shri Bisth decided to cross the channel and set 
up a position on the other side of the river. Shri Bisth 
loaded his arms and ammunition in an unmanned boat and 
swam across the channel with his men at night. 

During this encounter with the forces from across the 
border, Shri Kedar Singh Bisth exhibited conspicuous gallan- 
try, initiative and devotion to duty of the highest order in 
utter disregard for his personal safety.

During the disturbances on the Indian border near Cooch 
Behar in West Bengal, a Pakistani Army force armed with 
automatic weapons launched a heavy attack on the Indian 
post at Tinbigha. On the 18th March 1965, Assistant 
Commandant Rai decided to cross Tinbigha to a point 
behind the enemy positions and to counterattack from the 
rear. Head Constable Dalip Singh was ordered to proceed 
to Satirpul with his Platoon under cover of darkness. Head 
Constable Dalip Singh boldly led his Platoon and succeeded 
in reaching Satirpul despite heavy firing from the enemy. 
After spending the day at Satirpul Head Constable Dalip 
Singh set out for Jikabari to counteract the enemy position. 
Soon after Head Constable Dalip Singh reached Jikabari 
the enemy attacked an Indian border village and set fire to 
two houses, Head Constable Dalip Singh immediately 
launched a counter attack with half of his men and drove 
away the invaders by accurate fire from his sten gun at close 
range. This gallant action of Head Constable Dalip Singh 
dissuaded the enemy from attacking this village again. The 
enemy, however, continued heavy firing on Jikabari from 
22nd to 29th March 1965. During these difficult days. 
Head Constable Dalip Singh very ably led his " 'men and 
thwarted every attempt of the enemy to advance into Indian 
territory. 

Thus Head Constable Dalip Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, initiative and devotion to duty of the highest order 
in utter disregard of his personal safety.

On the morning of 17th March 1965, the Indian bases in 
Mekligani. Cooch Behar district, were subjected to heavy 
attack With automatic weapons by the Pakistani forces from 


across the border. Commandant John William Goodall 
observed the weakness of Indian defence position at Pliul- 
kadabari and immediately collected civilian volunteers and 
improved the defences so that the platoon was able to hold 
out in that exposed position throughout the long drawn 
encounters with the enemy. On the 17th and 18ih March, 
the enemy tried to advance by putting the Indian bases and 
their supply routes under heavy fire but the attempt was 
thwarted by the small police party. The next day armed 
civilians crossed the border and set fire to a village in tire 
Kharkharia area. Shri Goodall immediately rushed towards 
the area and on his way he noticed that a section of the 
Eastern Frontier Rifles had been ambushed from two sides 
with Bren Gun fire. Slid Goodall immediately sent for re- 
inforcements but in the meantime a third Bren gun from 
across the border started filing at the small police party 
making their position precarious, On receipt of reinforce- 
ments Shri Goodall engaged the third Bren gun of the 
enemy and enabled the trapped police party to withdraw to a 
safer position. Later Shri Goodall was detailed to command 
the police forces at the Mekliganj. Shri Goodall felt that 
the enemy had resorted to heavy firing from the left possibly 
lo cover infiltration through the right Hang across the river. 
He hurriedly organised new posts at places hardly 150 yards 
from the border and succeeded in sending supplies to these 
posts despite heavy fire from the enemy. 

During all this period, Shri Johan William Goodall show- 
ed conspicuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

ties, This gallant action of Shri Ratan Singh prevented the 
violation of Indian territory. By the 22nd March 1965, 
Shri Ratan Singh had obtained complete command over the 
situation. After making the approach road of the Post safe 
from the enemy, Shri Ratan Singh reconnoitred the area and 
spotted new forward positions from where the enemy could 
be repelled. 

During this period Shri Ratan Singh exhibited conspicuous 
courage, leadership and tactical competence,

Shri Nikhilesh Dutta 
was detailed to carry ammunition and rations to the advanc- 
ed post and despite continuous heavy firing from the enemy, 
he took the much needed _ ammunition and rations to the 
advance post on the morning of Iffih March. Shri Dutta 
took such iournevs a number of times. When the Base 
Commander could not supply more ammunition to the 
advanced post. Shri Dutta carried a message In the midst of 
heavy firing to the Company Commander. The same after-
